firmation a young woman gave ex- 
pression to her religious conviction 
when with others she answered, "By 
the help of 'God 1 will'—meaning to 
lead a right life in the Christian 
Church. All who have become mem- 
bers of the Lutheran Church will re- 
call 
this very important promise 


made. This young woman attended 
the catechetical class, under Rev. A. 
Essick who was pastor of St. James 
Church from 1861 to 1865, rode on 
horseback from a Marsh Creek farm 
home. 
During the battle on the 


morning of July 3rd, being deeply 
concerned about the safety of her 
neighbors living across an alley, she 
called to them, "Are you all there, 
and are you all right?" Then going 
into the house, seated herself upon 
a lounge, opened her Bible and read 
from the sacred page. A sister in 
the same room seeing her reading 
the Bible said. "You must be getting 
good, Jen!" to -which the reply was • 
"You'd better begin too!" These are 
the -words indicative that the vows 
made in old St. James' Church on 
April 20, 1863, were not neglected 
About an hour later, without a mo- 
ment's warning, she lay cold in death 
pierced through the heart by a Con- 
federate sharpshooter's bullet. 


After the lapse of many years, a 


young man, from the city of Roches- 
ter. X. Y.. visited Gettysburg during 
the 5oth Anniversary, and became 
deeply interested in many of the in- 
cidents of national importance, one 
specially being the story of Jennie 
.Wade, and has wiitten a booklet on 
the tragic event.

The 
better the musical training, the sharper 
the personal perception of the student, 
the more he will excel his competitors.

On tiiis solid foundation of fact one 


might feel secure in concluding that 
women are., us a sex, more cruel than 
men. 


All eyes have seen the women with 


the bird on her hat. 
She wears this 


particular badge of her cruelty where 
it cannot escape being seen and for the 
sole reason that it may be seen. 


But is it not unfair to condemn wom- 


en as utterly cruel because of this one 
fault? After all, it is not so much a 
fault as a frailty. Women's vanity is 
an overpowering passion, and if they 
must feed It upon the plumage of 
slaughtered birds, are they any worse 
than men who glut their greed upon 
the fruits of others' life-crushing toil? 


Cruelty is really a very infrequent 


vice among women. Even bird-wearing 
is far from being universal among 
them.

Proper Care of Pet Fish. 


Fish are not hard to raise. The 


greatest danger to which they are 
subjected in disease is the fungous 
growth that attacks the fins and tail. 
This can be detected by the dropping 
off of bits of the fins and tail, and 
by the tiny red streaks that mark the 
part that remains. To treat, give the 
fish a bath in a strong solution of salt 
water, letting him remain in this un- 
til he flops over on his side. Repeat in 
the course of a day or two until the 
growth is checked. 
For more severe 


cases, a weak solution of permangan- 
ate of potassium is used. Allow the 
fish to lie in this a minute or two. 
then replace in fresh water.—Kansas
